Check Plague on Frontier. 


Since the recent Russian request for 
permission to cross the border and 
quarantine Chinese towns along the 
Amur, China has been attempting to 
check the plague along that frontier, 
but the Russian legation says that this 
has been done ineffectively, because 
there are no doctors there who are fa­ 
miliar with modern methods of sani­ 
tation. 
Physicians engaged 
in combating 
the disease are of the opinion that 
warm weather will kill the germs, al­ 
though this may bring only a tempo­ 
rary respite. 
If the plague were of 
the bubonic type 
the summer 
heat 
w ould serve to augment it, bubonic be­ 
ing conveyed by fleas, rats and other 
vermin, which thrive in warm atmos­ 
pheric conditions. 
The pneumonic type, on the other 
hand, is transmitted through the res­ 
piratory apparatus and as a conse­ 
quence win n the Chinese emerge from 
their winter quarters into the open air 
they will escape much contamination. 
It is said by the medical authorities 
that such an epidemic as the present 
one, which is entirely pneumonic, has 
not visited the world since the mid­ 
dle ages. 
Owing to the political question in­ 
volved and the presence of foreigners 
along the railways the plague in Man­ 
churia is receiving greater attention 
than the famine, but the death rate 
from the famine is many times greaf- 
er than that from the plague.
